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Government lifts ■ 
ban on flu vaccine

The 
government’s moratorium on flu vac­ 
cinations was lifted today so the elderly 
and the chronically ill can get shots to 
protect them from A-Victoria flu. 
In the process, they also would be vac­ 
cinated against swine flu, since there are 
no separate vaccines for the two strains. 
But Secretary of Health. Education 
and Welfare Joseph A. Califano Jr. main­ 
tained the moratorium on vaccine con­ 
taining serum only for swine flu He said 
there is no immediate need to lift it 
because there has been no outbreak of 
the swine flu strain in the United States 
this year There has been an outbreak of 
A-Vietoria flu in a Miami nursing home. 
The shots were called off in the first 
place because of the risk of Guillain- 
Barre 
Syndrome, 
a 
rare 
paralytic 
disease, among those who receive them 
Califano said the risk of contracting that 
ailment is believed to be about the same 


with any type of flu shot. He said the 
swine flu vaccine is not considered more 
risky than any other type. 
Califano recommended that persons 
age 65 or over take the A-Victoria shot. 


“ At the first sign of an impending out­ 
break (of swine flu), we will take ap­ 
propriate action,” Califano said He told 
a news conference he did not know at this 
time what would constitute “ appropriate 
action." 


Califano 
also 
announced 
that 
the 
moratorium would be lifted for vaccine 
against B-Hong Kong flu, a milder strain 
that usually strikes children and young 
adults. 
He said the status of the B-Hong Kong 
vaccine would be the same as it was 
before the moratorium when health of­ 
ficials and physicians could use it at their 
discretion However, unlike the combin­ 
ed vaccine against swine and A-Victoria

Trustees, meeting in a special session 
Monday night, voted to ask that a 
$600,000 bond issue be approved by the 
City Council for improvements at the 
hospital 
The money would finance completion 
of three areas of improvement in connec­ 
tion with work already begun on the west 
wing of the hospital The areas include 
new dietary, laundry and obstetrics 
facilities Also, the board plans to move 
its administrative offices from its pre­ 
sent trailer locations into the main 
building 
The total price tag for the work is 
estimated at about $726,000, according to 
Don Feeback. hospital administrator An 
architect's estimate places the new 
dietary, laundry and obstetrics facilities 
at $665,000 and the administration office 
move at $61,000, Feeback said However, 
the board feels the total project will cost 
closer to $700,000, he said 
Feeback said an additional $100,000 
and any other funds needed will be taken 
out of depreciation funds to cover the dif­ 
ference betw een the bond request and the 
cost of the improvements. 
The bond requires council approval, 
but not a vote of the public because no tax 
money is involved, Feeback said 


Amortization of the bond debt and in­ 


terest will be retired by a room rate in­ 
crease of $2 per day. Feeback said Cur­ 
rent daily room rates are $63 for a semi­ 
private room and $66 for a private room. 


Bids for the project cannot be sought, it 
was noted, until the council aproves the 
bond issue. 


In other action, the board voted to 
enter a contract with Emergency Medi 
Cor Inc., Kansas City, for emergency 
room coverage provided the company 
would sign an agreement not to raise its 
rates for one vear.

A panel of medical and scientific ex­ 
perts urged Califano on Monday to revive 
limited and voluntary inoculation pro­ 
grams in the wake of an outbreak of 59 A- 
Victoria flu cases in a Miami nursing 
home. 


The panel urged the government to en­ 
courage the elderly and chronically ill to 
get shots, and to make them available 
without recommendation to anyone else 
who wants them. 
The panel 
also advised 
lifting 
a 
moratorium on the vaccine for Hong 
Kong-B flu, a less severe strain that 
primarily infects children and young 
adults. If the moratorium were lifted, 
this vaccine would be available from 
private doctors, as before. 
The nation has 27 million doses of A- 
Victoria vaccine on hand mixed with 
swine flu vaccine. 
The government suspended all flu in­ 
oculation programs on Dec 16 after the 
swine flu vaccine was linked to an in­ 
creased threat of Guillain-Barre syn­ 
drome, a rare but sometimes deadly 
paralysis 
But the advisory panel decided that the 
potential risk of Guillain-Barre was less 
than the danger from an outbreak of 
A-Victoria, which authorities say could 
claim 12,600 lives if it spread to only 5 per 
cent of the population A-Victoria was 
blamed for 11,000 deaths in an outbreak 
in this country last year 
A-Victoria w as blamed for 57 illnesses 
and four “ flu-related” deaths among the 
Florida nursing home's 176 patients in 
the 
past 
two 
weeks. 
Fifteen 
staff 
members also fell ill. 
The panel made no recommendation 
on whether to lift the moratorium on in­ 
oculations with the pure strains of sw ine 
flu vaccine 
Both the A-Victoria and swine strains 
are classified as the more serious forms 
of 
flu, but 
A-Victoria 
is the more 
common 
Only a few swine flu cases have been 
confirmed since the rare disease claimed 
the life of a soldier and infected others at 
Ft. Dix, N.J., last February.

MAYPORT, Fla i AP) — Autopsies are under way to try to 
determine why 200 pilot whales threw themselves onto a 
beach, after a frenzied two-day effort to save them ended 
with half of them dead or dying 
As the life-saving effort ended at sunset Monday, nearly 80 
whales lay on the sand around Fort George Inlet at the mouth 
of the St. Johns River. Twelve others were near death, 
breathing laboriously in small pools of water near the beach. 
“ We managed to keep most of them off the beaches Sunday 
when it started,” said Florida Marine Patrolman Ed 
Thomas. “ Only nine died that day. But in the night and on 
Monday they came back again and again, swimming for the 
beach.” 
For two days, marine officers and volun eers, sometimes 
as many as 100, braved chilly waters and wt ither that dipped 
to 28 degrees to try to coax, push or bully the whales back into 
deep water. 
Thomas estimated that half the whales were herded out to 


City agrees to pay 
obligation on bonds 


Sedalia will issue $68,000 in general 
obligation industrial bonds to meet a 
March 1 payment on a $1,050,000 bond 
issue which was made in 1968 to finance 
the expansion of Town and Country 
Shoes. Inc.. on West Highway 50. 


Voter approval was not needed on this 
transaction because the amount of bonds 
issued still kept the overall amount of 
bonded indebtedness within the original 
$1,050,000. This is because the overall in­ 
debtedness is significantly below the 
original figure because a portion of the 
principal has been paid off over the past 
nine years. 


Under the format approved by Sedalia 
voters in 1968, the $1,050,000 in industrial 
general obligation bonds were sold to in­ 
vestors Funds derived by the city from 
the sale of the bonds were used to finance 
construction of the Town and Country 
plant on west Highway 50. The building 
was then leased to Town and Country, Ci­ 
ty Counselor Robert Fritz explained 


The additional $68.000 indebtedness in­ 
curred by the company as a result of the 
Monday night council transaction will be 
spread over the remaining years of the 
20-year lease and will not be repaid in a 
lump sum. Fritz said 


The legal status of the building, which 
is owned bv the citv and leased to Town 


and Country, was not changed by Mon­ 
day night’s action, Fritz said. 
Mayor Allen Hawkins said Monday 
night the transaction was necessary 
because the company apparently could 
not make its once-yearly combined prin­ 
cipal and interest payment to the city. 
The company also makes an additional 
$18.000 payment to the city each August, 
company president John Lipscomb, St. 
Louis, said Tuesday. Lipscomb said he 
did not know if a similar arrangement 
might have to be worked out with the city- 
regarding the forthcoming August pay­ 
ment 
Commenting on Hawkins’ statement. 
Lipscomb said Tuesday the transaction 
was requested because “ we have been at 
low volume...we need to improve our 
cash flow.” 
Lipscomb acknowledged that the com­ 
pany, founded in Sedalia in 1943, has in­ 
creasingly 
felt 
the 
economic 
pinch 
created by the higher number of im­ 
ported shoes being sold in the United 
States 
Currently, he stated, 55 per cent of the 
shoes purchased by women in the United 
States are imported In 1976. he added, 
the number of domestic-made shoes fell 
to the lowest level since 1940 Town and

W ASH ING TO N — This is the story of 
an historic speech that was never made 
— the farewell address to the nation of its 
38th president, Gerald Ford 


As he approached the end of his 
presidency, Ford remembered the elo­ 
quence of Harry Truman and Dwight 
Eisenhower when they bid good-bye to 
their countrymen. Ford felt he, too, had a 
legacy to leave. 


He wanted to make a lasting impres­ 
sion on the nation, to leave a watchword 
for the future, like Eisenhower’s parting 
warning about the military-industrial 
complex. 


Ford quietly put his speechwriters to 
work on a farewell message, and they 
made an extra effort to catch the mood of 
the retiring president. The drafts were 
submitted to Ford's old friend and word- 
smith, Robert Hartmann 


At times, Ford thought he would like to 
deliver his farewell to his beloved House 
of Representatives, where he served for 
24 years. Other times, he favored a more 
informal fireside chat. In the end, he 
decided a farewell appearance would be 
too pretentious. It was characteristic of 
Jerry Ford that he chose to depart 
Washington as simply as possible. 


The message he wanted to leave was 
being packed into boxes of confidential 
papers, which hold the written record of 
the Ford administration. But we were 
able to obtain two drafts of the unspoken 
farewell address. One was written by 
Patrick Butler, the other by George 
Denison. Both contain the parting advice 
that Ford wanted his countrymen to 
remember 


He would have liked to have told all 
Americans, as Butler phrased it: "In a 
nation as populous and diverse as ours, a 
nation whose borders spread a continent 
wide, it is unwise perhaps to ask for a 
return to simpler times. 


"But we can ask for — we can demand 
- less regimentation, less uniformity, 
less regulation of our daily lives. We can 
demand to be treated with the respect 
and the dignity that is our birthright as 
American citizens... 


" If my presidency meant nothing else 
in the scheme of things, let it be said that 
my administration took the first steps on 
a different path that leads not to bigger 
government but to better government.” 


Denison’s draft put the same message 
even more forcefully: “Government has 
spent too much time and far too much 
money answering the demands of the 
pressure groups at the expense of the in­ 
dividual,” he would have had the depar­ 
ting president say. “In our complex and 
collectivized society, the individual — 
the forgotten American — has been 
shunted aside, his wants unmet, his goals 
unfulfilled 


“If we are to avoid economic collapse, 
we must stop the runaway growth of 
government. We must stop living beyond 
our means, as too many of our political 
leaders irresponsibly give in to demands 
for more and more spending - without 
concern for the future ... 


“ We can no longer afford to be misled 
by the trusty bromide that eliminating 
bureaucratic waste and overlapping pro­ 
grams will cure all ... It is time for the 
American people to look their govern­ 
ment straight in the eye and say, “‘No 
more! We will make the decisions about 
our lives. You protect us from foreign ag­ 


gressors and domestic criminals and 
give us a stable currency and courts of 
law, and we’ll do the rest.’” The words 
were put together by the speechwriters, 
but the thoughts are Gerald Ford’s. He 
was too modest to make a big show of his 
farewell ideas. But down deep in his

but she succeeded only in arousing the 
same antagonisms here that she aroused 
by intervening in Illinois in December. 


The pending amendment has three sec­ 
tions. The first says that "equality of 
rights under the law” shall not be denied 
on account of sex. The second section 
gives Congress power to enforce the 
amendment by appropriate legislation. 
The third would make the amendment ef­ 
fective two years after ratification 


When Congress sent the proposal to the 
states late in M arch 1972, it was general­ 
ly expected that three-fourths of the 
states would swiftly ratify. It didn’t work 
out that way After an initial rush of en­ 
thusiasm, the movement petered out On­ 
ly a single state, North Dakota, ratified 
in 1975. No states ratified in 1976. 


Meanwhile, Nebraska and Tennessee 
rescinded their earlier ratifications, and 
this could be crucial The magic number 
is 38 If Nebraska and Tennessee count, 


the proponents have 35 in the bag and on­ 
ly three to go. If Nebraska and Tennessee 
don’t count, the proponents need five. 


Getting them will be tough. Fifteen 
states consistently have refused to ratify. 
Within the past two months, Illinois and 
Virginia once more have said no. That

Authorities disagree on the effect of 
the two rescissions. Back in 1939. in 
Coleman v Miller, the Supreme Court in­ 
dicated that the validity of ratification is 
a "political” question for Congress to 
decide, but the Court never has faced the 
issue squarely. 


In any event, the steam has leaked out 
of the drive for ER A. Several explana­ 


tions may account for the waning en­ 
thusiasm. In an almost unbroken string 
of cases, the Supreme Court has been 
nullifying state and federal laws that 
discriminate by reason of sex. State 
legislatures have been repealing archaic 
laws in the field. Sexual discrimination in 
employment already is prohibited by 
law. The most irritating practices, in 
brief, are being remedied. 


A second reason may lie in the increas­ 
ing wariness of state legislators. They 
are jealous of their own prerogatives; 
and they look at Section 2 and wonder 
what they may be surrendering to Con­ 
gress. No one knows exactly what is 
meant by "equality of rights under the 
law,” and no one knows what federal 
legislation might be "appropriate” to en­ 
force these rights. A national law on 
divorce0 A federal statute on child 
custody0 There is some thought that Con­ 
gress has preempted too much power as 
it is.

At bottom, the opposition may rest 
upon more subjective and less legalistic 
grounds. The pending amendment car­ 
ries disturbing portents of change in 
unknown and unforeseeable areas of 
everyday life. So long as change comes 
little by little, a society adapts. But the 
fear is that changes resulting from the 
E R A might prove to be drastic changes 
— changes a startled people couldn’t get 
out of. The proponents of this amend­ 
ment may have no qualms about a unisex 
society. 
The 
prospect leaves others 
uneasy. 


The deadline is March 22, 1979. For my 
own part, I hope the amendment fails, 
but I hope its purpose succeeds. It may 
be a fine idea to eliminate sexual distinc­ 
tions from every nook and cranny of the 
law, but a small voice whispers that we 
might be happier to end them in almost 
every nook and cranny instead.

same as allergy

Dear Dr, Lamb — I have 
read in your column about a 
product called Lact-Aid which 
splits milk lactose into digesti­ 
ble sugars 
The symptoms 
that accompany intolerance to 
lactose were described as gas, 
diarrhea and indigestion. 
I, too, am allergic to milk 
My symptoms are sneezing 
and congested sinuses The on­ 
ly times I have been able to 
use milk were the last two 
months of my pregnancies and 
the first two months after 
delivery. 
If it is protein in milk that I 
am sensitive to is there some 
way that it can be treated to 
make 
it 
more 
agreeable’ 
Also, I have been refused as a 
blood donor because of the 
allergy I sure would like to be 
able to use cow’s milk Thank 
you for any assistance. 
Dear Reader — Lactose in­ 
tolerance results from being 
unable to split milk sugar (lac­ 
tose). That is not the same 
thing as milk allergy which is 
a reaction to milk protein 
That is why your symptoms 
are different. You were able to 
use milk at the end of your 
pregnancy 
because the in­ 
creased hormone production 
at that time causes a woman 
to 
be 
less 
sensitive 
to 
allergies. It is a bit like having 
your own built-in production of 
steroid hormones that we use 
to treat severe allergies 
I 
want to take this op­ 
portunity to caution people 
against thinking that solving 
the much more common lac 
lose intolerance problem will 
mean they will not be allergic 
to milk True milk allergy oc­ 
curs mostly in infants before 
the digestive system matures. 
Incompletely digested protein 
is 
a b s o r b e d 
i nto 
the 
bloodstream 
and the body 
reacts in an allergic manner 
As the child grows older the in­ 
testine matures so that un­ 
digested protein is not ab­ 
sorbed and the problem may 
disappear 
In 
lactose 
in- 


tolerance problems the com­ 
mon form appears as the child 
grows 
older 
and 
is 
most 
severe in adults, not children 
You may be able to use 
some of the milk substitutes 
that you could find in the sec­ 
tion for infant foods. Pick one 
that has no milk in it. Some of 
these are made with soybean 
products and are a very good 
substitute for milk Different 
brands taste a great deal dif­ 
ferent so if you don’t like the 
first brand try something else 
Treating milk with Lact-Aid 
is very helpful for all those 
adults who have symptoms 
from lactose intolerance. It 
can make the difference be­ 
tween being able to drink and 
use milk and not being able to 
However, its action is limited 
to splitting the double sugar, 
lactose. It has no action on 
milk proteins at all. So, while 
it helps people with the most 
common type of milk 
in­ 
tolerance it does not help the 
few people like you who have a 
real allergy to milk protein. 
Individuals 
with 
some 
medical problems, particular­ 
ly regional enteritis (Crohn's 
disease) and ulcerative colitis 
are intolerant to milk. Milk 
may precipitate acute attacks 
of their illness. In some of 
these 
individuals 
the 
in­ 
tolerance is related solely to 
lactose intolerance as part of 
the disease and possibly in 
others there may be a sen­ 
sitivity — or allergic-like — 
reiction which may cause at­ 
tacks of the illness. (NE A )
